Columbus, tt. Sept 13.— Secretary 
Probst, of the state hoard of health, 
returned Monday morning from Pitta- 
burgh, to which place he had gone for 
a conference with the executives of the 
health boards of Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia and Ohio. 

At this conference a resolution was 
adopvd, a copy of which was 
sent Monday by Dr. Probst 
to Secretary Foster, requesting 
that arrangements be made by which 
each emigrant coming Into the state 
shall be furnished with a certificate of 
health by some competent national au- 
thority. It is desired that the certifi- 
cate- give the name of the examiner, 
name of the emigrant, duration of de- 
tention after exposure to the cholera, 
port from which they shipped and port 
of entry. If the certificate appears suf- 
ficient, the holder will be allowed to 
pass; otherwise all such persons will be 
held In quarantine 

The quostlon of what Pittsburgh 
would do to protect Ohio while protect- 
ing Itself was taken up also at tht con- 
ference.
